The  change  in  government  which  occurred  on  June  26,  1995 
represents  a  substantial  change  in  the  circumstances  of  the 
business  of  the  Crown  in  right  of  Ontario.

3.  The  compliance  deadline  set  out  in  the  Act  should  be  modified 
to  avoid  confusion  and  unnecessary  costs.

(a)  to  require  persons  engaged  in  the  producing  or  marketing  of  milk 
or  cream  to  register  their  names,  addresses  and  occupations  with 
the  marketing  board; 

(b)  to  require  persons  engaged  in  the  producing  or  marketing  of  milk 
or  cream  to  furnish  the  information  relating  to  the  producing  or 
marketing  that  the  marketing  board  determines; 

(c)  to  appoint  persons  to  inspect  the  books,  records,  documents  and 
premises  of  persons  engaged  in  producing  or  marketing  milk  or 
cream; 

(d)  to  stimulate,  increase  and  improve  the  marketing  of  milk  by  such 
means  as  the  marketing  board  considers  proper; 

(e)  to  co-operate  with  a  marketing  board  or  a  marketing  agency  of 
Canada  or  of  a  province  of  Canada  for  the  purpose  of  marketing

(n)  prohibiting  a  person  from  processing,  packing  or  packaging 
milk  or  cream  that  has  not  been  sold  through  the  marketing 
board; 

(o)  providing  for  the  establishment  and  the  manner  of  payment  of 
price  differentials  for  any  grade  of  milk  or  any  class  of  milk; 

(p)  providing  for  the  establishment  and  the  manner  of  payment  of 
price  differentials  in  relation  to  the  content  of  milk  or  any  class 
of  milk; 

(q)  providing  for  the  marketing  board  to  give  statements  to 
producers  showing  the  amount,  content  and  grade  of  the  milk  or 
cream  marketed,  the  price  or  prices  paid  and  the  particulars  of 
the  service  charges,  licence  fees  and  levies  imposed  by  the 
marketing  board; 

(r)  providing  for  the  making  of  agreements  relating  to  the  marketing 
of  milk  or  cream  by  or  through  the  marketing  board  and 


prescribing  the  forms  and  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
agreements;  and 

(s)  providing  for  the  making  of  such  orders  and  the  issuing  of  such 
directions  as  are  necessary  to  enforce  the  due  observance  and 
carrying  out  of  the  Act,  the  regulations,  the  plan  or  an  order  or 
direction  of  the  marketing  board. 

Authority  of  Marketing  Board 

6.  The  Commission  authorizes  the  marketing  board, 

(a)  to  determine  from  time  to  time  the  price  or  prices  that  shall  be 
paid  to  producers  or  the  marketing  board  for  milk  or  a  class  or 
grade  of  milk,  and  to  determine  different  prices  for  different 
parts  of  Ontario; 

(b)  to  pay  from  service  charges  imposed  under  clause  5  (k)  its 
expenses  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  plan; 

(c)  to  use  a  class  of  licence  fees  and  other  money  payable  to  it  for 
the  purposes  of  paying  the  expenses  of  the  marketing  board, 
carrying  out  and  enforcing  the  Act  and  the  regulations  and 
carrying  out  the  purposes  of  the  plan; 

(d)  to  establish  a  fund  in  connection  with  the  plan  for  the  payment 
of  the  money  that  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  mentioned 
in  clause  (c); 

(e)  to  prohibit  the  marketing  of  a  class  or  grade  of  milk  or  cream; 

(f)  to  require  the  price  or  prices  of  milk  to  be  paid  to  or  through  the 
marketing  board,  and  to  recover  the  price  or  prices  by  action  in 
a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction; 

(g)  to  purchase  or  otherwise  acquire  such  quantity  or  quantities  of 
milk  as  the  marketing  board  deems  advisable  and  to  sell  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  quantity  or  quantities  of  milk  so 
purchased  or  otherwise  acquired; 

(h)  to  conduct  a  pool  or  pools  for  the  distribution  of  all  money 
received  from  the  sale  of  milk  and,  after  deducting  all  necessary 
and  proper  disbursements  and  expenses,  to  distribute  the 
remainder  of  the  money  so  that  every  producer  receives  a  share 
in  relation  to, 

(i)  the  amount,  content  and  grade  of  milk  supplied  by  the 
producer, 

(ii)  the  amount  and  type  of  quota  for  the  marketing  of  milk  held 
by  the  producer,  and 

(iii)  sales  by  the  marketing  board  of  the  classes  of  milk; 

(i)  to  make  an  initial  payment  on  delivery  of  milk  mentioned  in 
clause  (h)  and  subsequent  payments  until  all  the  remainder  of  the 
money  received  from  the  sale  is  distributed  to  the  producers; 

(j)  to  require  that  milk  or  cream  be  marketed  on  a  quota  basis; 

(k)  to  prohibit  persons  to  whom  a  quota  has  not  been  fixed  and 
allotted  for  the  marketing  of  milk  or  cream  or  whose  quota  has 
been  cancelled  from  marketing  milk  or  cream; 

(1)  to  prohibit  persons  to  whom  a  quota  has  been  fixed  and  allotted 
for  the  marketing  of  milk  or  cream  from  marketing  milk  or  cream 
in  excess  of  the  quota: 

(m)  to  fix  and  allot  to  persons  quotas  for  the  marketing  of  milk  or 
cream  on  such  basis  as  the  marketing  board  considers  proper; 
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(n)  to  refuse  to  fix  and  allot  to  a  person  a  quota  for  the  marketing  of 
milk  or  cream  for  any  reason  that  the  marketing  board  considers 
proper; 

(o)  to  cancel  or  reduce,  or  refuse  to  increase,  a  quota  fixed  and 
allotted  to  a  person  for  the  marketing  of  milk  or  cream  for  any 
reason  that  the  marketing  board  considers  proper; 


(2)  The  notice  shall  state  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  and 
include  a  description  of  the  matters  to  be  negotiated  at  the  meeting. 

(3)  The  members  giving  the  notice  shall  forward  a  copy  of  it  to  the 
Commission. 

Board  of  Arbitration 


(p)  to  permit  a  person  to  whom  a  quota  has  been  fixed  and  allotted 
for  the  marketing  of  milk  or  cream  to  market  milk  or  cream  in 
excess  of  the  quota  on  such  terms  as  the  marketing  board 
considers  proper: 

(q)  to  appoint  agents,  to  prescribe  their  duties  and  terms  of 
employment,  and  to  fix  their  remuneration  and  provide  for  the 
payment  of  it;  and 

(r)  to  impose  and  collect  levies  from  producers  of  milk,  to  pay  the 
levies  to  the  Ontario  Dairy  Herd  Improvement  Corporation  for 
the  purpose  of  stimulating,  increasing  and  improving  the 
producing  of  milk  and  to  fix  the  amount  of  the  levies  up  to  but 
not  exceeding  6  cents  per  hectolitre  of  milk. 

Negotiating  Agency 

7.  (  1)  The  negotiating  agency  known  as  the  Negotiating  Committee 
for  Cream  is  continued. 

(2)  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  of  whom  three  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  marketing  board  and  three  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
creamery  operators. 


10.  (1)  If  members  of  the  Negotiating  Committee  for  Cream  have 
convened  a  meeting  but  the  meeting  has  not  been  held  in  accordance 
with  the  notice,  the  Committee  shall  notify  the  Commission  in  writing 
and  the  Commission  shall  refer  the  matters  that  were  on  the  agenda  for, 
the  meeting  to  a  board  of  arbitration  appointed  under  section  11.  1 

(2)  If  a  meeting  of  the  Negotiating  Committee  for  Cream  has  been

(2)  One  member  of  a  board  of  arbitration  may  be  appointed  by  the 
members  of  the  Negotiating  Committee  for  Cream  appointed  by  the 
marketing  board  and  one  other  member  may  be  appointed  by  the 
members  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  creamery  operators.

3.  A  final  payment  shall  be  made  in  respect  of  each  species  of  fish 
harvested  during  the  calendar  year,  by  April  30  of  the  next 
calendar  year.

Multiply  the  number  ascertained  under  paragraph  1  by  the 
average  annual  price  for  the  preceding  calendar  year  for  a  pound 
of  unprocessed  fish  of  that  species,  as  determined  by  the 
Ministry  and  published  by  the  Ministry  in  The  Ontario  Gazette. 


3.  Multiply  the  result  obtained  under  paragraph  2  by  .016. 


(4)  A  final  payment  under  paragraph  3  of  subsection  (2)  in  respect 
of  a  species  of  fish  harvested  by  a  person  during  a  calendar  year  shall 
be  calculated  as  follows: 


(5)  Where  the  total  of  the  interim  payments  made  by  a  person  under 
paragraphs  1  and  2  of  subsection  (2)  in  respect  of  fish  of  a  species 
harvested  in  a  calendar  year  exceeds  the  result  obtained  under 
paragraph  4  of  subsection  (4)  in  respect  of  fish  of  that  species  harvested 
by  the  person  in  the  calendar  year,  the  Minister  of  Finance  shall  issue 
a  refund  to  the  person  in  the  amount  of  the  excess.

Headgear  for  Use  in  Bicycling)  or  any  amended  version  of  it. 
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4.  Snell  Memorial  Foundation  B-90S  (1994  Supplementary 
Standard  for  Protective  Headgear  for  Use  with  Bicycles)  or  any 
amended  version  of  it. 

5.  American  National  Standards  Institute  ANSI  Z90.4-1984 
(American  National  Standard  for  Protective  Headgear  for 
Bicyclists)  or  any  amended  version  of  it. 

6.  American  Society  for  Testing  and  Materials  ASTM  F1447-94 
(Standard  Specification  for  Protective  Headgear  Used  in 
Bicycling)  or  any  amended  version  of  it.

Designation  of  Acts 

1.  The  following  Acts  are  designated  for  the  purpose  of  the  Act: 

1 .  The  Business  Names  Act. 

2.  The  Employer  Health  Tax  Act. 

3.  The  Retail  Sales  Tax  Act. 

4.  The  Workers'  Compensation  Act. 

Unified  Form 

2.  (1)  In  accordance  with  this  Regulation,  a  business  may  file  a 
unified  form  with  the  Minister  responsible  for  the  administration  of 
section  7  of  the  Act  to, 

(a)  register  a  name  under  the  Business  Names  Act; 

(b)  respond  to  a  request  for  information  made  by  the  Minister  of 
Finance  under  section  40  of  the  Employer  Health  Tax  Act; 

(c)  apply  under  the  Retail  Sales  Tax  Act  for  a  permit  to  transact 
business  in  Ontario  as  a  vendor;  or 

(d)  comply  with  the  requirements  of  subsection  109  (2)  of  the 
Workers  '  Compensation  Act. 

(2)  Subject  to  subsection  (3),  a  business  that  files  a  unified  form  in 
accordance  with  this  Regulation  is  not  required  to, 

(a)  complete  a  form  to  register  a  name  under  the  Business  Names 
Act; 

(b)  complete  an  application  to  register  with  the  Minister  of  Finance 
as  a  taxpayer  liable  to  pay  tax  under  the  Employer  Health  Tax 
Act; 

(c)  complete  an  application  under  the  Retail  Sales  Tax  Act  for  a 
permit  to  transact  business  in  Ontario  as  a  vendor;  or 

(d)  perform  the  acts  required  by  subsection  109  (2)  of  the  Workers  ' 
Compensation  Act. 


(3)  The  Minister  responsible  for  a  designated  Act  other  than  the 
Workers'  Compensation  Act  may  require  a  business  that  files  a  unified 
form  in  accordance  with  this  Regulation  to  provide  such  additional 
information  that  the  Minister  requires  for  the  purpose  of  filing  under  the 
designated  Act.

(a)  all  information  that  the  Minister  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  section  7  of  the  Act  specifies  for  the  purpose 
of  determining  the  designated  Acts  under  which  the  filing  is 
made;  and 

(b)  the  following  information  if  it  is  required  under  the  designated 
Act: 

1 .  The  legal  name  of  the  business  and  the  name  of  the  person,'j 
if  any,  filing  on  behalf  of  the  business. 

2.  The  name  under  which  the  business  operates,  if  it  is  not  the 
legal  name  of  the  business. 

3.  An  indication  whether  the  business  is  a  sole  proprietorship, 
general  partnership,  corporation  or  other  type  of  ownership. 

4.  The  name,  home  address  and  home  telephone  number  of, 

i.    the    sole    proprietor,    if   the    business    is    a    sole 
proprietorship, 

ii.    the  partners  who  are  individuals,  if  the  business  is  a 
partnership,  and 

iii.    an  officer,  if  the  business  is  a  corporation. 

5.  An  indication  whether  the  business  has  more  than  one 
business  location. 

6.  The  address  of  the  principal  place  of  business,  the  address^ 
of  the  head  office  and  the  mailing  address  of  the  business. 

7.  The  telephone  and  fax  number  for  the  principal  place  of 
business  of  the  business. 

8.  If  the  business  is  a  corporation,  its  Ontario  corporation* 
number  and  the  Jurisdiction  where  it  was  incorporated. 

9.  The  business  number  assigned  to  the  business  for  thel 
purpose  of  the  Income  Tax  Act  (Canada)  and  the  Excise  Tax  ' 
Act  (Canada). 
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11.  If  the  business  has  purchased  another  business  before  filing, 
the  name  under  which  the  other  business  operated. 

12.  If  the  business  is  seasonal,  the  periods  during  which  it 
operates. 

13.  The  employer  account  number  assigned  to  the  business  by 
the  Minister  of  National  Revenue  (Canada). 

14.  The  dates  on  which  the  employees  and  contractors  of  the 
business  started  work,  the  estimated  annual  gross  payroll  of 
the  business  and  if  the  business  is  seasonal,  the  payroll 
periods. 

15.  An  indication  whether  the  business  is  an  employer  that, 

i.  does  not  ordinarily  maintain  a  permanent  establish- 
ment in  Ontario  but  will  establish  a  permanent  estab- 
lishment in  Ontario  for  a  period  not  exceeding  24 
months,  or 

ii.  contracts  or  does  business  with  an  employer  described 
in  subparagraph  i. 

16.  If  there  has  been  a  change  in  ownership  of  the  business 
before  the  filing,  the  nature  of  the  change. 

17.  If  the  business  has  an  annual  income  of  more  than  $40,000 
and  is  a  sole  proprietorship  or  a  general  partnership, 

i.  the  social  insurance  number  of  the  sole  proprietor  or  a 
partner,  if  any,  who  is  an  individual, 

ii.  the  employer  health  tax  number  of  the  business  if  it  has 
been  assigned,  and 

iii.    the  primary  source  of  income  of  the  business. 

18.  The  business  activity,  including  a  description  of  the 
products  and  services  to  be  sold  and  whether  the  business 
will  be  operated  on  a  full-time  or  part-time  basis. 

(6)  A  business  that  files  a  unified  form  to  file  under  a  designated  Act 
is  responsible  for  the  accuracy  and  completeness  of  the  information 
contained  in  the  form. 

(7)  If  a  business  files  a  unified  form  but  is  not  required  to  file  under 
a  designated  Act, 

(a)  the  business  is  not  required  to  set  out  the  information  related  to 
the  designated  Act;  and 

(b)  the  Minister  responsible  for  the  administration  of  section  7  of  the 
Act  may  omit  the  information  related  to  the  designated  Act  from 
any  document  or  report  or  copy  of  them  concerning  the  filing. 

(8)  Despite  subsection  (5),  the  Minister  responsible  for  the 
administration  of  section  7  of  the  Act  may  accept  for  filing  a  form  that 
does  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of  that  subsection,  but  the 
business  shall  be  deemed  not  to  have  complied  with  that  subsection 
until  all  of  the  requirements  are  satisfied.

Business  Identirer 

4.  (  1  )  The  Minister  responsible  for  the  administration  of  section  8  of 
the  Act  may  require  a  business  to  use  the  business  number  assigned  to 
it  by  the  Minister  of  National  Revenue  (Canada)  for  the  purpose  of  the 
Income  Tax  Act  (Canada)  and  the  Excise  Tax  Act  (Canada)  if  the

(a)  files  a  form  to  file  under  a  designated  Act;  or 

(b)  inquires  about  a  record  of  a  filing  under  a  designated  Act. 

(2)  If  a  business  does  not  have  a  business  number  required  by 
subsection  (1)  when  it  files  a  form  to  file  under  a  designated  Act,  the 
Minister  responsible  for  the  administration  of  section  8  of  the  Act  shall,

(Canada);  or

EXEMPTION— PROSPECTORS 

1.  In  this  Regulation, 

"exploration  property"  means  property  at  which  a  prospector  proposes 
to  undertake,  is  undertaking  or  has  undertaken  prospecting,  staking 
or  exploration  for  minerals  and  includes  any  source  of  contaminant, 
undertaking,  waste,  waste  disposal  site,  land  or  other  place  or  thing 
present  on,  in  or  at  the  property; 

"mineral  exploration"  means  prospecting,  staking  or  exploration  for 
minerals  and  any  activities  related  to  prospecting,  staking  or 
exploration  for  minerals,  and  includes  advanced  exploration  as 
defmed  in  Part  VII  of  the  Mining  Act; 

"minerals"  has  the  same  meaning  as  in  the  Mining  Act; 

"prospecting"  has  the  same  meaning  as  m  the  Mining  Act; 

"prospector"  means  a  person  who  is  proposing  to  undertake,  is 
undertaking  or  has  undertaken  mineral  exploration. 

2.  (1)  Subject  to  section  3,  a  prospector  is  exempt  from  sections  7, 
8, 17, 18, 43, 44  and  97  ofthe  Act  in  respect  of  an  exploration  property. 

(2)  Subject  to  section  3,  a  prospector  is  exempt  from  the  definitions 
of  "owner  of  the  pollutant"  and  "person  having  control  of  a  pollutant" 
in  Part  X  of  the  Act  in  respect  of  an  exploration  property  and  a  pollutant 
if, 

(a)  the  prospector  did  not  have  legal  title  to  the  pollutant  before  its 
first  discharge  into  the  natural  environment  and  no  person  acting 
on  the  prospector's  behalf,  whether  as  an  employee,  agent, 
contractor  or  otherwise,  had  legal  title  to  the  pollutant  before  its 
first  discharge  into  the  natural  environment; 

(b)  immediately  before  its  first  discharge  into  the  natural 
environment,  the  pollutant  was  on  the  exploration  property;  and 

(c)  the  pollutant  was  not  brought  to  or  created  on  the  exploration 
property  by  the  prospector  or  a  person  acting  on  the  prospector's 
behalf,  whether  as  an  employee,  agent,  contractor  or  otherwise. 

3.  (1)  Section  2  does  not  exempt  a  prospector  if  the  prospector  or  a 
person  acting  on  the  prospector's  behalf,  whether  as  an  employee, 
agent,  contractor  or  otherwise,  causes  the  environmental  concern  that 
forms  the  basis  for  the  application  of  the  provision  to  which  the 
exemption  under  section  2  would  otherwise  apply. 

(2)  Section  2  does  not  exempt  a  prospector  to  the  extent  that  the  pros- 
pector or  a  person  acting  on  the  prospector's  behalf,  whether  as  an 
employee,  agent,  contractor  or  otherwise,  aggravates  the  environ- 
mental concern  that  forms  the  basis  for  the  application  of  the  provision 
to  which  the  exemption  under  section  2  would  otherwise  apply. 


(3)  If  a  prospector  has  a  relationship  to  an  exploration  property  other 
than  as  a  prospector,  section  2  does  not  exempt  the  prospector  in  respect 
of  the  other  relationship. 

(4)  Section  2  does  not  exempt  a  prospector  in  respect  of  an 
exploration  property  if  the  prospector  is  the  holder  of  a  leasehold  patent 
or  the  owner  of  a  freehold  patent  in  respect  of  the  property.

EXEMPTION— WASTE  MANAGEMENT  PLANNING 

A  number  of  private  companies  and  municipalities  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  including  groups  of  municipalities  who  have  together 
sponsored  waste  management  studies,  have  recently  gone  through  or 
are  going  through  planning  processes  respecting  waste  management 
and  have  identified  or  are  about  to  identify  undertakings  for  the 
disposal  of  municipal  waste  as  a  result  of  such  planning  processes. 


These  planning  processes  were  carried  on  entirely  or  substantially 
during  a  period  of  time  when  the  establishment  of  a  new  municipal 
waste  incinerator  site  in  Ontario  was  not  permitted.  New  municipal 
waste  incinerator  sites  were  not  permitted  by  Ontario  Regulation 
555/92,  which  added  section  12.1  to  Regulation  347  (Waste  Manage- 
ment). They  remain  not  permitted  until  the  said  section  1 2. 1  is  revoked. 


Accordingly,  these  planning  processes  did  not  seriously  address  the 
alternative  of  incineration  of  municipal  waste.  Environmental 
assessments  resulting  from  these  planning  processes  will  not  address 
incineration  and  may  fail  to  comply  with  subsection  5  (3)  of  the 
Environmental  Assessment  Act  for  that  reason.  It  appears  desirable  that 
these  undertakings  be  exempted  pursuant  to  section  29  of  the  Act  from 
the  provisions  of  subsection  5  (3)  of  the  Act,  to  the  extent  that  these 
provisions  may  require  the  incineration  of  municipal  waste  to  be 
addressed  as  an  alternative  to  an  undertaking  or  an  alternative  method 
of  carrying  out  an  undertaking.

EXEMPTION— MINISTRY  OF  NATURAL  RESOURCES, 

MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH  AND  MINISTRY  OF 

AGRICULTURE,  FOOD  AND  RURAL  AFFAIRS 

Having  received  a  request  from  the  Minister  of  Natural  Resources, 
the  Minister  of  Health  and  the  Minister  of  Agriculture.  Food  and  Rural 
Affairs  that  an  undertaking,  namely: 

The  carrying  out  of  the  Wildlife  Rabies  Control  Program  to 
control  and  seek  to  eliminate  rabies  from  wildlife  in  Ontario, 
through  the  vaccination  of  wildlife  species  that  spread  the 
disease; 

be  exempt  from  the  application  of  the  Act  pursuant  to  section  29;  and, 
having  been  advised  that  if  the  undertaking  is  subject  to  the  application 
of  the  Act,  the  following  injury,  damage  or  interference  with  persons  or 
property  will  occur: 

A.  The  Crown  and  the  public  will  be  interfered  with  and  damaged 
by  the  expense  required  to  prepare  an  environmental  assessment 
for  activities  that  will  not  have  significant  adverse 
environmental  effects; 

B.  The  Crown  and  the  public  will  be  interfered  with  by  the  delay  in 
carrying  out  an  activity  which  is  principally  a  public  health  and 
safety  and  environmental  protection  measure; 

C.  The  Crown  and  the  public  will  be  damaged  by  the  loss  of 
anticipated  benefits  associated  with  undertaking  this  program; 

Having  weighed  such  injury,  damage  or  interference  against  the 
betterment  of  the  people  of  the  whole  or  any  part  of  Ontario  by  the 
protection,  conservation  and  wise  management  of  the  environment 
which  would  result  from  the  undertaking  being  subject  to  the 
application  of  the  Act; 


The  undersigned  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest  to 
order  and  orders  that  the  undertaking  be  exempt  from  the  application  of 
the  Act  for  the  following  reasons: 

A.  Five  years  spent  developing  the  Wildlife  Rabies  Control 
Program  have  shown  that  the  significant  environmental  effects 
are  positive,  i.e.,  the  program  is  successful. 

B.  Prior  to  commencing  a  wildlife  rabies  control  activity,  the 
affected  public  will  be  notified; 

C.  The  Wildlife  Rabies  Control  Program  is  important  to  the 
continued  health  and  safety  of  Ontario's  natural,  social  and 
economic  environment; 


D. 


Vaccines  used  must  be  licensed  by  Agriculture  and  Agri-food 
Canada. 


E.  The  objectives  of  the  wildlife  rabies  control  program  are 
consistent  with  the  protection,  conservation  and  wise 
management  of  Ontario's  environment. 

This  exemption  is  subject  to  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

1 .  At  least  30  days  prior  to  commencing  a  wildlife  rabies  control 
activity,  either  through  aerial  baiting,  hand  baiting  or  trapping, 
vaccinating  and  releasing,  the  public  and  the  Director  of  the 
appropriate  regional  office  of  the  Ministry  of  Environment  and 
Energy  shall  be  notified  of  the  project  by  the  Ministry  of  Natural 
Resources  (MNR). 

2.  The  effects  and  effectiveness  of  the  rabies  vaccination  program 
will  be  monitored  by  MNR.  A  summary  of  the  monitoring 
findings  and  the  activities  carried  out  under  the  Wildlife  Rabies 
Control  Program  will  be  submitted  by  MNR  to  the  Director  of  the 
Environmental  Assessment  Branch  of  the  Ministry  of 
Environment  and  Energy  on  June  30  of  each  year  of  this 
approval.  Each  summary  will  be  based  on  data  from  the 
previous  year.  Copies  of  this  summary  shall  be  available  for 
examination  by  the  public,  upon  request,  from  the  MNR.  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.

76.04  (1)  A  party  to  an  action  under  the  simplified  procedure  shall 
include  in  the  party's  affidavit  of  documents  (Form  30A  or  30B)  a  list 
of  the  names  and  addresses  of  persons  who  might  reasonably  be 
expected  to  have  knowledge  of  transactions  or  occurrences  in  issue  in 
the  action,  unless  the  court  orders  otherwise. 

Effect  of  Failure  to  Disclose 

(2)  A  party  may  not  call  as  a  witness  at  the  trial  of  the  action  a  person 
whose  name  has  not  been  disclosed  in  the  affidavit  of  documents  under 
subrule  (1),  or  any  supplementary  affidavit  of  documents,  except  with 
leave  of  the  trial  judge. 

Solicitor's  Certificate 

(3)  The  solicitor's  certificate  under  subrule  30.03  (4)  (full 
disclosure  in  affidavit)  shall  include  a  statement  that  the  solicitor  has 
explained  to  the  deponent  the  necessity  of  complying  with  subrule  (1). 


DISCOVERY,  CROSS-EXAMINATION  ON  AN  AFFIDAVIT

76.05  An  examination  for  discovery  under  rule  31.03  or  31.10,  a 
cross-examination  of  a  deponent  on  an  affidavit  under  rule  39.02  and 
an  examination  of  a  witness  on  a  motion  under  rule  39.03  are  not 
permitted  in  an  action  under  the  simplified  procedure. 


SUMMARY  JUDGMENT  AND  SUMMARY  TRIAL 

Where  Available 

76.06  (1)  After  the  close  of  pleadings,  a  party  may  move  before  a 
judge  with  supporting  affidavit  material  for  summary  judgment  or  for 
a  summary  trial  of  the  action  and  any  counterclaim,  crossclaim  or  third 
party  claim.

(2)  A  notice  of  motion  for  summary  judgment  or  for  a  summary  trial 
shall  state  that  the  motion  is  to  be  heard  or  the  trial  held  on  a  date  to  be 
fixed  by  the  registrar  not  earlier  than  50  days  after  service  of  the  notice 
of  motion. 

(3)  Immediately  after  serving  the  notice  of  motion  and  supporting 
material,  the  moving  party  shall  file,  with  proof  of  service,  in  the  court 
office  where  the  motion  is  to  be  heard,  the  notice  of  motion,  but  not  the 
supporting  material. 

Summary  Trial  Converted  to  Summary  Judgment 

(4)  Where  the  motion  is  for  a  summary  trial,  the  responding  party 
may,  within  30  days  after  being  served  with  the  moving  party's 
material,  serve  on  every  other  party  and  file,  with  proof  of  service,  in 
the  court  office  where  the  motion  is  to  be  heard,  a  notice  refusing  a

(d)  a  copy  of  the  pleadings,  including  those  relating  to  any 
counterclaim,  crossclaim  or  third  party  claim.

Place  of  Hearing

(a)  where  a  responding  party  resides  in  Ontario,  in  the  county  where 
the  solicitor's  office  of  any  responding  party  is  located  or  where 
a  responding  party  who  acts  in  person  resides;  or 

(b)  where  no  responding  party  resides  in  Ontario,  in  the  county 
where  the  proceeding  was  commenced  or  where  the  solicitor's 
office  of  the  solicitor  of  record  for  any  party  is  located  or  where 
any  party  who  acts  in  person  resides. 

Summary  Trial  Procedure 

(16)  At  a  summary  trial,  the  order  of  presentation  shall  be  regulated 
as  follows,  unless  the  trial  judge  directs  otherwise: 

1 .  The  moving  party  shall  adduce  evidence  by  affidavit. 

2.  A  party  who  is  adverse  in  interest  may  cross-examine  the 
deponent  of  any  affidavit  served  by  the  moving  party. 

3.  The  moving  party  may  re-examine  any  deponent  who  is 
cross-examined  under  this  subrule  for  not  more  than  10  minutes. 


4.  When  any  cross-examinations  and  re-examinations  of  the 
moving  party's  deponents  are  concluded,  the  responding  party 
shall  adduce  evidence  by  affidavit. 

5.  A  party  who  is  adverse  in  interest  may  cross-examine  the 
deponent  of  any  affidavit  served  by  a  responding  party. 

6.  A  party  shall  complete  all  of  the  party's  cross-examinations 
within  50  minutes. 

7.  A  responding  party  may  re-examine  any  deponent  who  is 
cross-examined  under  this  subrule  for  not  more  than  10  minutes. 


8.  When  any  cross-examinations  and  re-examinations  of  the 
responding  party's  deponents  are  concluded,  the  moving  party 
may,  with  leave  of  the  trial  judge,  adduce  any  proper  reply 
evidence. 

9.  After  the  presentation  of  evidence,  each  party  may  make  oral 
argument  for  not  more  than  45  minutes. 

(17)  A  party  who  intends  to  cross-examine  the  deponent  of  an 
affidavit  at  the  summary  trial  shall,  at  least  10  days  before  the  date  of 
the  trial,  give  notice  of  that  intention  to  the  party  who  filed  the  affidavit, 
who  shall  arrange  for  the  deponent's  attendance  at  the  trial. 


Judgment  after  Summary  Trial 

(18)  The  judge  shall  grant  judgment  after  the  conclusion  of  the 
summary  trial.

1.  Subsection  30  (3)  of  Regulation  710  of  the  Revised  Regulations 
of  Ontario,  1990  is  revoked  and  the  following  substituted: 

(3)  Despite  subsection  (2),  the  area  director  shall  not  enter  the  name 
of  a  solicitor  on  a  panel  or  a  subdivision  in  any  of  the  following 
circumstances: 

1.  The  professional  practice,  training  and  experience  of  the 
solicitor  do  not  meet  the  standards  established  by  the  Law 
Society  for  the  panel  or  subdivision. 

2.  The  Director  prohibits  the  entry  of  the  name  of  the  solicitor  on 
the  panel  or  subdivision  under  section  30.1. 

2.  The  Regulation  is  amended  by  adding  the  following  section: 

30.1  (1)  After  taking  the  steps  set  out  in  this  section,  the  Director 
may  prohibit  the  entry  of  the  name  of  a  solicitor  on  a  panel  or 
subdivision  if  the  Director  has  reasonable  cause  for  doing  so. 

(2)  If  the  Director  proposes  to  prohibit  the  entry  of  the  name  of  a 
solicitor  on  a  panel  or  subdivision,  the  Director  shall  give  notice  in 
writing  of  the  proposal  to  the  solicitor. 

(3)  The  Director  shall  afford  the  solicitor  an  opportunity  for  a 
hearing. 

(4)  A  request  for  a  hearing  must  be  made  in  writing  and  be  delivered 
to  the  Director  and  the  area  director  within  15  days  after  the  solicitor 
receives  the  notice. 

(5)  Following  a  hearing,  the  Director  shall  notify  the  area  director  of 
his  or  her  decision  in  the  matter. 

(6)  If  the  solicitor  does  not  request  a  hearing,  the  area  director  shall 
remove  the  solicitor's  name  from  the  panel  or  subdivision  30  days  after 
the  Director  sent  the  notice  of  the  proposal. 


3.  Section  31  of  the  Regulation  is  revoked  and  the  following 
substituted: 

31.  (1)  The  area  director  shall  remove  the  name  of  a  solicitor  from 
a  panel  or  subdivision  of  a  panel  if  the  solicitor  requests  the  removal  and 
the  Director  consents. 

(2)  The  solicitor  shall  complete  all  work  that  he  or  she  has 
undertaken  under  the  Act. 

31.1  (  1  )  Subject  to  subsections  (3)  and  (4),  the  Director  may  remove 
the  name  of  a  solicitor  from  a  panel  or  subdivision  of  a  panel  in  any  of 
the  following  circumstances: 

1 .  If  the  Director  has  reasonable  cause  for  removing  the  solicitor's 
name  from  the  panel  or  subdivision. 

2.  If  the  solicitor  is  found  guilty  of  professional  misconduct  as  a 
result  of  a  complaint  issued  by  the  Law  Society  for  conduct  that 
relates  in  whole  or  in  pari  to  the  operation  of  the  Plan. 

3.  If  the  solicitor  is  found  guilty  of  a  critninal  offence  that  relates 
in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  operation  of  the  Plan. 

(2)  Subject  to  subsections  (3)  and  (4),  the  Director  may  temporarily 
remove  the  name  of  a  solicitor  from  all  panels  and  subdivisions  of 
panels  in  the  following  circumstances: 

1 .  If  the  Law  Society  serves  on  the  solicitor  a  notice  of  complaint 
alleging  an  offence  that  relates  in  whole  or  in  pan  to  the 
operation  of  the  Plan. 

2.  If  a  criminal  charge  is  laid  against  the  solicitor  for  an  offence  that 
relates  in  whole  or  in  part  to  the  Ofwration  of  the  Plan. 

(3)  If  the  Director  proposes  to  remove  or  temporarily  remove  the 
name  of  a  solicitor  from  a  panel  or  subdivision,  the  Director  shall  give 
notice  of  the  proposal  to  the  solicitor. 

(4)  The  Director  shall  afford  the  solicitor  an  opportunity  for  a 
hearing. 

(5)  The  Director  may  restore  the  name  of  a  soUcitor  to  all  panels  and 
subdivisions  if  a  matter  described  in  subsection  (2)  is  resolved  such  that 
the  solicitor  is  not  found  guilty  of  professional  misconduct  or  is  not 
found  guilty  of  the  criminal  offence.

60.1  (1)  A  solicitor  who  accepts  a  cenificate  with  respect  to  the 
defence  of  a  criminal  proceeding  shall  notify  the  area  director  of  the 
existence  of  any  of  the  following  circumstances: 

1 .  For  a  matter  other  than  a  charge  of  first  degree  or  second  degree 
murder,  the  total  fees  and  disbursements  are  likely  to  exceed 
$20,000. 

2.  For  a  charge  of  first  degree  or  second  degree  murder,  the  total 
fees  and  disbursements  are  likely  to  exceed  $30,000. 
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3.  If  the  proceeding  involves  more  than  one  accused  person,  the 
total  fees  and  disbursements  for  all  accused  persons  are  likely  to 
exceed  $50,000. 

4.  If  the  preliminary  hearing  is  likely  to  take  more  than  two  weeks. 

(2)  Upon  receiving  a  notice,  the  area  director  may  hold  a  case 
management  meeting  to  set  a  budget  for  the  proceeding. 

(3)  The  area  director  or  his  or  her  designate  and  every  solicitor  acting 
on  a  certificate  in  the  proceeding  shall  attend  the  case  management 
meeting. 

(4)  Those  attending  the  case  management  meeting  shall  attempt  to 
agree  upon  a  budget.  If  they  are  unable  to  agree,  the  area  director  may 
set  one. 

(5)  The  budget  shall  provide  for  those  steps  in  a  proceeding  that  a 
reasonable  client  of  modest  means  would  authorize  under  a  private 
retainer,  if  the  client  were  advised  of  the  available  options,  potential 
results  and  costs  involved. 

(6)  The  budget  must  fix  an  amount  of  money  that  represents  the 
anticipated  total  fees  and  disbursements  for  the  steps  that  the 
reasonable  client  of  modest  means  would  authorize. 

(7)  In  setting  a  budget,  those  attending  the  case  management  meeting 
or  the  area  director,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  regard  to  the 
guidelines,  if  any,  approved  by  Convocation. 

(8)  The  area  director  shall  inform  the  Director  of  the  outcome  of  the 
case  management  meeting  and  the  details  of  the  budget. 

(9)  A  decision  of  the  area  director  setting  the  budget  may  be  appealed 
to  the  Director.
